Applicant's response filed 7/31/2007 with respect to claims 2, 4-15, 25-33, 43-45, 

47 and 48 has been fully considered and are persuasive. Pages 13-14 of said 
applicants response are helpful in clarifying the record of the prosecution by clearly 
distinguishing the differences between the present application and the prior art.
